Library Supporters Present 
Petitions to County Exec

A rally in support of the Prince Georges County Library 
System drew Greenbelters to Upper Marlboro by carloads 


and in a City van Monday. 


Organized by Friends of the 
Greenbelt Library, the outdoor 
gathering in front of the County 
Administration Building drew about 
150 supporters from every branch of 
the countywide system. At 10 a.m., 
County Executive Wayne Curry came 
down into the crowd and chatted 
with the people about his view of the 
county’s fiscal problems. 

Over 37,500 Signatures 

Petitions rsking for full funding 
by the coun’ y of the library system 
were presented by a representative 
patron from each of the 19 county 
branches. In many cases, the 
presenter was a member ofa Friends 

The pettion drive was initiated by 
the Greenbelt Friends (FOGL), which 


senta copy of its petition tosupporters 
at each of the oranchether branches 
and suggested they use it as a model 
for their own petitions. They FOGL 
organized Monday’s rally sothat county- 
wide support could be highlighted 
by handing of the petitions to Curry. 

After the petition presentation, a 
group of eight supporters chosen 
beforehand, including business 
representatives, met with Curry in 
his office and offered more detailed 
arguments. 

In the General Election last yuear, 
79.9% of the voters approved a $5 
million bond amendment to build a 
new library in the southern part of 
the county and to renovate others.

Council and Police Discuss

The Greenbelt Police Department is expanding its 
community based policing activities with a variety of 


programs designed to reduce the oppprtunities for crime and 


to give police alternate means of dealing with crimes and other 


situations they encounter. 


These programs, most modeled after Charleston, South 
Carolina’s “Take Back the Streets” program, were approved 
be the Greenbelt City Council at its Febreary 13 regular 


meeting. 


Operation Midnight 
The most potentially controversial 
new program is "Operation 
Midnight.” Council met in a 
worksession on March 6 to discuss 
the program further with Police Chief 
James Craze and City Solicitor Robert 


Manzi. On first hearing of the 
program, council was concerned 
that the program might either 
border on harassment or be found 
unconstitutional. However, after 
researching the issues, City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi told council the 
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moved into a new building which 
was renovated at a cost of over $1.7 
million, It is one of the six libraries 
Curry has suggested closing-- 
Greenbelt is also one of the six. 

The County Executive is 
recommending a $2.5 million cut in 
the $15.9 million library budget and 
has suggested closing six branches. 
The library’s budget request is the 


same amount asked for in the last 


two fiscal years. 

Audrey Scott, the County 
Councilmember for Greenbelt, came 
down to assure the FOGL raliy 
leaders of her backing.

Julie Lynn Ferguson, 17, was 
reported missing by friends who had 
gone to Greenway to pick her up 
from work on Monday evening at 
about 10 p.m., according to the 
Greenbelt police. They found two 
bags of clothing, purchased by 
Ferguson prior to going to work, as 
well as a container of soda, on the 
sidewalk in the front of Greenway 
Liquor Store, where Ferguson had 
been waiting. 

Richardson said Ferguson’s body 
was found the next day about 5:30 
a.m. by a motorist. It was lying 
alongside the road in a semi-rural 
area in the 12100 block of Daisy Lane 
near Md. Rte. 193 in Glenn Dale, she 
said. The site is about three miles 
east of Greenway. 

Richardson said Ferguson 
appeared to have suffered trauma to 
the upper torso, but that no infor- 
mation was available yet regarding 
the cause of death. Police have not 
yet been able to determine whether 


or not she was sexually assaulted, 
. Richardson said. 


Ferguson had gotten off her job at 
Linens’N Things, which is near the 
liquor store, at about 9:25 p.m., 


jaccording to Greenbelt police. She 


was last seen there at about 9:50 p.m. 
After Greenbelt police were notified 
she was missing, they conducted an 
extensive search of the area, assisted 
by a Park Police Helicopter. 


FFerguson was an 11th grade 
studént at Koosevelt, aceordifiz to 


Greenbelt Police spokesman George 
Mathews. She lived in the 8100 block 
of Mandan Terrace in Greenbelt 
East. She was described as white, 
5’8‘ tall, 125 lbs. (thin build), having 
a medium complexion, long straight 
brown hair pulled back in a ponytail 
with a green scrunchie, and blue 
eyes. She was wearing a green hip 
length plaid jacket, tan short sleeve 
top with navy blue pinstrikes, tan 
wraparound skirt above the knee in 
length, and black flat shoes. 

County police said that there are 
no suspects at this time, and no 


Plan for “Operation Midnight’ 


program should pass legal muster. 

As described by police, Operation 
Midnight is designed to focus both on 
juvenile crime and juvenile 
victimization. The program is based 
upon the belief that juveniles who 
are on the streets after midnight 
“are likely to become either involved 
in criminal activity or the victims of 
it.” 

Under the program, parents can 
sign contracts with the police that 
give any officer who sees their child 
on the streets between midnight and 
6 a.m. permission to take the child 
home. Contracts will be accepted 
from parents outside of Greenbelt, as 
well as from residents, although 
police will only return children to 
nearby areas in Maryland. 
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Both Craze and Manzi told council 
that the only power this program 
gives officers that they do not

Students Get Inspired By High Tech Program 


Thirty students, together with 
parents, potential employers and 
supporters recently gathered at 
Goddard Space Flight Center to 
kick off the third year of High 
School High Tech. 

This high technology enrich- 
ment program serves high school 
students with disabilities in 
Prince Georges and Montgomery 
Counties. It is one of five sites 
in the country under the auspices 
of the President’s Committee on 
Employment of People with Dis- 
abilities. 

High School High Tech was 
developed to expose youths with 
disabilities to science, mathemat- 
ics, engineering and technology- 
related careers. By providing 
early exposure, the program en- 
eourages students to choose ed- 
ucation goals in high technology 
fields. 

Students new to the program 
were alternately congratulated 
and challenged to reach new 
heights. Their selection into the 
program signified that school 
personnel had great faith in their 
abilities. Alternately, they were 
challenged to make use of the 
experiences available through 
their program. 

The array of local officials who 
turned out was in itself a posi- 
tive message. All speakers paint- 
ed a bright future for the stu- 
dents if they continued in the 
program. 

Edward Turner, program man- 
- ager for the Office of the Secre- 
tary, U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation, indicated the continu- 
ing involvement of his agency in 
this program. He described for 
the new participants the wonder-

Bill Lemke, a freshman at the 
University of Maryland and a 
graduate of the program and 
Young Kim, a senior at Eleanor 
Roosevelt Hign School. both 
spoke of their positive program 
experiences. 

Lemke, who successfully 
worked at Goddard through the 
program during the summer of 
1993, became involved in a God- 
dard Stay-in-School program. 
He continues to work at Goddard 
while being enrolled in Astro- 
nomical Engineering at the Uni- 
versity. Lemke and his father 


are prominently featured in a 
video intended to introduce the 
program throughout the nation. 

Young Kim, through an inter- 
preter described his positive ex- 
periences last summer while 
working at the U.S. Department 
vf Transportation. He encour- 
uged the newly selected partici- 
pants not to be afraid and to 
take advantage of their oppor- 
tunities, 


Dillard Menchan, chief of the 
Equal Opportunities Program at 
Goddard, who has championed 
the program, engaged the stu- 
dents in a dialogue to stimulate 
thinking about their immediate 
objectives in the program. He 
encouraged them to begin setting 
goals. Students in attendance 
described a range of occupation- 
al choices — some in high tech- 
nology and others not. They were 
informed that the program will 
benefit. them all. 

High School High Tech pri- 
marily serves students with dis- 
abilities from seven high schools 
in Prince Georges County and 
has expanded recently to two 
high schools in Montgomery 
County. While the program of- 
fers paid summer employment in 
a high tech setting as a main at- 
traction, many other opportuni- 
ties are available. These include 
visits to high tech firms, op- 
portunities to visit local univer- 
sities, chances to meet success- 
ful employees with disabilities, 
and help in accessing higher ed- 
ucation opportunities. 


The local community-based 
partnership has the cooperation 
of many agencies, businesses 
and educational] institutions. 
Funding comes from NASA/God- 
dard Space Flight Center, Prince 
Georges Private Industry Coun- 
cil, Inc.; the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, and Bechtel 
Foundation. It is managed by 
United Cerebral Palsy of Prince 
Georges and Montgomery Count- 
ies, Inc.

This is the 
tier that the City of Greenbelt has the authority to 
regulate under the Cable Act of 1992. MultiVision’s 
has submitted FCC Forms 1200, 1205, and 1215 
justifying their rates for Basic Cable, equipment, 
and A La Carte Channel Offerings. The City is 
currently in the process of reviewing these forms. 
City Council is expected to toll the 30-day deadline 
for the review to allow an additional 90-days. This 
additional time is necessary to determine whether or 
not the rates for Basic Service and equipment 
comply with applicable laws and regulations. The 
submitted forms are available for public review at 
the City Offices.

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New Sign Plan for Plaza 


Ends 32-month Disagreement 
_ by Virginia Beauchamp 

A joint agreement approved by the Greenbelt City Council 
at its regular meeting on February 27 brought to completion a 
32-month process of negotiation with the Beltway Plaza 
Devlopers to standardize signage for the shopping center. 
Councilmember Judith Davis, who in September 1992, as 
chair of the Advisory Planning Board, had signed the first 
APB report concerning this effort, was the only council- 
member to vote against the agreement. 


This decision, she explained, 
was made “on principle,” since 
she opposed the portion of the 
agreement that permits signage 
on the front towers of the, ga- 
rage deck on the Greenbelt Rd. 
frontage. “This would be intrus- 
ive on the atmosphere,” she 
said. 

Nevertheless, both she and 
Mayor Antoinette Bram expres- 
sed delight that the large pylon 
sign owned by the Giant food 
store at the Cherrywood corner 
of the property on Greenbelt Rd. 
would come down as part of the 
agreement. “I’m going to vote 
for the agreement because I 
want to see that pylon come 
down,” Bram said. 

City staff has described the 
agreement as a compromise for 
both parties. Nevertheless, ac- 
cording to a city memo, it fulfills 
the city’s overall goal to “im- 
prove the aesthetics of the Belt- 
way Plaza.” The Beltway Plaza 
Developers argue, on their side, 
that additional sign area is nec- 
essary to attract customers and 
alert them to he presence of 
certain stores within the mall. 

Because the Plaza is a hybrid 
—part enclosed mall, part strip 
shopping mall—it fits guidelines 
for neither type of development 
under signage regulations of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MN- 
CPPC). A Departure from a 
Sign Design Standards (DSDS) 
application permitting more 
signage had been filed by the 
developer with MNCPPC. Under 
the terms of the new agreement 
this application would be with- 
drawn.

wood and Greenbelt Rd., the rear 
entrance off Cherrywood, and the 
east entrance from Greenbelt 
Rd. Six-foot directional signs 
will be allowed at two locations 
on Cherrywood—at both the 
front and rear driveways leading 
to the Giant store. The city will 
also support a DSDS _ applica- 
tion to increase the total sign 
area for the Plaza to 2,749.5 
square feet. 

To work toward uniformity, 
all new signs will be colored 
“Beltway red,” except for dis- 
tinctive corporate signage for na- 
tional level stores. Signs along 
the mall will be installed on hor- 
izontal sign bands or building 
grillage. Signs will be permitted 
only on the Greenbelt Rd. and 
Cherrywood Lane frontages, al- 


though existing nonconforming 
signs will be allowed to remain 
in place. They may not be 


changed, however. All new or 
altered signs must conform to 
the new guidelines. 
Council Discussion 

Signage guidelines would be 
restricted to the mall areas, the 
city’s Director of Planning and 
Community Development, Celia 
Wilson explained. “Pod sites,” 
such as Bennigan’s, Wendy’s, and 
the two now under construction, 
Mattress Discounters and Bost- 
on Market, would be exempt. 
These would be controlled under 
the zoning ordinance, however, 
Wilson said. The Sports Author- 
ity and the AMC 14 signs would 
also remain, as “grandfathered 
in.” 

“What about the large elec- 
tronic signs?” someone asked.

Collection Day

Although coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts voted, 
along with Bram, Thomas White 
and Edward Putens, to approve 
the joint agreement. Roberts 
summed up feclings that Davis 
had earlier expressed: the tow- 
ers are “like a big sore thumb 
sticking up.”

But there are some 
others to be avoided. 

Although equipment varies, 
anyone can rent, buy or lease rug 
cleaning machines and set them- 
selves up in the carpet cleaning 
business. No license or testing 
is required. People who do this 
hind of work can damage carp- 
ets if they don’t know what they 
are doing and, as always, caution 
is important when allowing any 
stranger into the home. 

Many carpet cleaning compan- 
ies, especially the “problem” 
companies, operate with only a 
telephone — and can easily dis- 
appear by changing names and 
telephone numbers. Others seem 
to be loosely connected groups 
of individuals who all respond to 
calls made to a particular num- 
ber but operate independently 
of one another. One consumer 
called for service and when the 
technician arrived, was asked for 
a check payable to the particul- 
ar individual — explained as: 
“That is how it’s done in this 
business.” When problems arise 
the “company” may deny re- 
sponsibility since there is no 
proof they provided the service. 
Customers should be paying the 


company, not a_ particular 
workman. 

Problems include unsatisfact- 
ory cleaning — dirt or stains 
that remain after the work is 
done, carpets left soaking wet, 
and damaged by the’ time 
they dry. Reputable  comp- 


anies usually solve most prob- 
lems. The others instead blame 
the customer or quietly disap- 
pear. 

Another problem area in the 
carpet cleaning business is 
“come on” advertising of barg- 
ain rates. These rates often 
prove to be for “maintenance” 
cleaning only — and the comp- 
any will claim on arrival that 
the carpet is too dirty to benefit 
from the service advertised and 
needs special cleaning, plus spot 
removal, at extra cost. 

It is equally important to be 
clear in advance about what 
furniture the carpet cleaner will 
move and what items are the 
customer’s responsibility. 

What can you do to avoid 
problems? Look for an estab- 
lished business with a proven 
track record — few complaints 
and a demonstrated willingness 
to solve those that do arise. It 
is important to check the comp- 
any’s complaint record with the 
Consumer Protection Commission 
and the Better Business Bureau. 
Remember, a report of “no com- 
plaints” is meaningless if the 
the company is new, or using a 
new name. It is essential to know 
how long the company has been 
in business to evaluate the in- 
formation you receive.

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BARC Environmental Impact Study Authorized by Council

The city took the next steps in opposing futher 
development on the Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC), and learned more about a recent 
embezzlement of city funds, at the March 13 regular meeting 


of the Greenbelt City Council. 


In addition, a number of 


measures proposed to help the county deal with its budget 


shortfall were considered. 
BARC 

Council took several actions 
regarding the 350,000 square foot 
U.S. Depatment of Agriculture 
(USDA) Headquarters complex 
proposed for BARC. The USDA has 
now selected a specific site, bounded 
by Sunnyside Avenue, I-95, Rhode 
Island Avenue, and the CSX Railroad 
tracks. 

Council authorized the hiring of 
environmental and traffic experts to 
help City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
evaluate the adequacy of the 
environmental impact study prepared 
for the complex. Manzi said that 
although the study acknowledges 
that the necessary road improve- 
ments would have unspecified 
impacts, it just says, basically, "but 
we'll take care of them.” 

Manzi estimated the consultants’ 
fees would be $7,500 to $10,000 but 
cautioned council that there is no 
guarantee that the city will have a 
case at the end of the experts’ analysis, 
which is expected to take two to four 
weeks. 

Without discussion, council agreed 
to oppose provision of water and 
sewer service to the site. They also 
agreed to oppose the construction of 
a Food and Drug Administration 
facility at another BARC site near 
Powder Mill 

Embezzlement 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs updated 
council on the recent “financial 
irregularity” involving a now-fired 
city employee. The alleged embezzler 
surrendered to police on February 
17 and has been released on bond. 
The $19,972 loss is expected to be 
recovered from either the suspect or 
from the city’s bonding authority. 

The city was able to uncover the 
problem, Hobbs said, because it has 
a good staff and good financial 
controls. He told council that he had 
called in the city’s auditors to review 
there procedures. Hobbs said that 
the auditors’ report, which was 
provided council, showed that they 
found no material weaknesses in thecity’s 
financial controls. The auditors did 
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identify some minor problems in the 
city’s recordkeeping, and 
recommended procedural changes to 
address them. 

Hobbs will proposechanging a half-time 
position in the finance department to 
full time to allow implementation of 
a previously proposed internal auditing 
system. 

County Budget Woes 

Council took positions on several 
proposals to deal with an estimated 
$108 million county budget shortfall. 
It unanimously opposed any cuts in 
the budget for the county library 
system and “totally” opposed closing 
the Greenbelt library. 

The only item debated by council 
was the proposal for county taxes on 
telephone bills. The telephone tax 
accounts for roughly half the revenue 
increases proposed by the county 
executive. Councilmembers Edward 
Putens, Thomas White and Rodney 
Roberts prevailed over Judith Davis 
and Mayor Antoinette Bram tooppose 
the bill. White and Putens said the 
telephone tax is regressive and 
objected to the multiple layers of 
taxation already applied to phone 
service. | 

In suporting the phone tax, Davis 
argued that “if we want good 
education,” the county needs 
additional revenue. Bram felt that 
city revenues could suffer if the 
county got so desperate for revenue it 
took back revenue sources currently 
sent to cities. 

Council unanimously supported 
increasing the piggyback tax to 60% 
retroactively to January 1 (the city 
would gain roughly $20,000 from 
this increase); taxing casino nights 
and imposing a school facilities 
surcharge on new residential 
construction. They opposed 
transferring funds from the park 
account and land acquisition fund to 
the county’s general fund. 

Ridge Road Reconstruction 

Council received the revised report 
of the Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
on the proposed reconstruction of 
Ridge Road. By a narrow vote (3-2),

the board recommended the “no 
change” option for the section 
between Laurel Hill Road and 
Plateau Place. A minority report 
called for conversion from 
perpendicular to parallel parking, to 
eliminate substandard and unsafe 
conditions in the area. However, 


' since GH] does not have the authority 


to assign perpendicular parking, 
residents would lose their reserved 
spaces. The majority felt that this 
was highly valued by residents and 
that the adjacent residents did not 
perceive any benefits from the 
—— that would outweigh this 
oss. 

Council is expected to consider this 
report at its March 27 regular 
meeting. 


Conflict Resolution 

The Comunity Relations Advisory 
board (CRAB) sent council an 
interim report on its activities 
regarding “hate crimes” in the city. 
After reviewing the incidents, CRAB 
found that these “completely 
unacceptable crimes” did not appear 
to be true hate crimes, but rather 
reflect other types of disputes, such 
as domestic, business, or neighbor- 
hood problems or teenage pranks. 
However, the board felt that these 
crimes revealed growing dissension 
between diverse groups. 

The board’s investigation led it to 
conclude that there was a need in the 
city for programs to deal with 
cultural diversity and conflict 
resolution. It has been working with 
city staff and the Labor Day 
Committee to rcognize the city’s 
diversity. The board is now stepping 
up its efforts to investigate the city’s 
needs regarding conflict resolution. 


Nuclear Petition 

Doug Love, representing the 
Greenbelt Greens, and Ray Stevens 
asked council’s support for legislation 
directing more study before 
implementation of a proposed federal 
plan for shipping nuclear waste toa 
temporary storage facility. Council 
directed city staff to get additional 
information. Among the concerns 
raised were whether such waste 
would travel through Greenbelt and, 
even if not, the extent of local police 
and fire/rescue involvement in any 
accident. 





Council Goodies 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
presented council with T-shirts made 
for distribution to state legislators in 
hearings on a bond issue that would 
provide funds for the Community 
Center, and with “Frisbees” that 
will be given to participants in the 
city’s upcoming “It’s Municipal 
Government” contest for sixth 
graders at Springhill Lake and 
Greenbelt Elementary Schools. 


Other Actions 

Council unanimously approved the 
Bicycle Task Force's request that the 
city support a state bill mandating 
bike riders of all ages to wear bicycle 
helmets. Roberts voted "aye" despite 
asking whether a mandate is needed, 
and acknowledging that he does not 
wear (or own) a helmet. 

Council awarded a bid for 
replastering the outdoor pool, and 
rejected all bids for cabling the 
community center. The low bid was 
roughly 50% what the city’s 
consultant expected. Staff will 
attempt to negotiate an acceptable 
price with the three firms bidding. 


Fifty Years Ago 
Election Day

November, 1944—November 7 
was election day. Greenbelt had 
537 registered voters, 406 Demo- 
crats, 99 Republicans and 32 in- 
dependents. ‘Absentee ballots 
were mailed to servicemen. This 
was a Presidential election year, 
with President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt running against Repub- 
lican challenger Wendell Wilkie. 
Also up for election were one 
U.S. Senator and one Congress-. 
man. Republican Blanchard Ran- 
dall was challenging incumbent 
Democrat Millard Tydings for 
the Senate while C. Maurice 
Weidemeyer was the Republican 
challenging long-time county 
‘Democratic party leader Lans- 
dale G. Sasscer for Sasscer’s 
House seat. The ballot also con- 
tained eight constitutional a- 
mendment proposals submitted 
for voter approval. 

The paper failed to give any 
election results. Roosevelt won, 
of course, as probably did Ty- 
dings and Sasscer.

At Greenbelt Post Office

Certificates of apprecation and awards for outstanding 
service deciratethe office walls of John H.S. Hyater, who this 
month completes his first year as Greenbelt’s Postmaster and 
his 35th year with the U.S. Postal Service. He has held various 
management positions in the areas of customer service and 
sales and in processing and delivery, and was Postmaster at 





Savage, Maryland, before coming to Greenbelt. 


Hyater writes a regular column in 
the Postmaster’s Advocate, the 
official periodical of the National 
League of Postmasters; he also has a 
column in "The Black Eyed Susan,” 
a state publication. 

At the outset of his tenure, the 
Postmaster sent letters to all the 
businesses in Greenbelt, introducing 
himself and giving assurance of 

friendly, efficient service. new pick- 
up boxes have been placed through- 
out the area, outdated relay boxes 
have been removed, and an over- 
night delivery box has been placed 
outside the Post office. 

Hyater also initiated and activcy 
participates in the “Customer 
Advisory Council,” which consists of 
the postmasters from Greenbelt, Glenn 
Dale, and Lanham-Seabrook and 
several citizens from each locale. 
The council aims to develop a sense of 
community partnership and open 
lines of communication in the 
community in resolving postal issues 
and improving the quality of service 
by increased understanding of 
customer expectations. The post- 
masters see the council as an 
additional way of ensuring that they 
are being responsive to customers’ 
concerns. Michael Burchick of 
Woodland Way, a Greenbelt member 
of the council, serves on a committee 
doing test mailings to evaluate the 
postal performance. He describes 
Hyater as “approachable and 
pleasant, a diplomat and a listener.” 






Five-Minute Program 
Another new element introduced by 
Hyater is the "Five-Minute Program” 
for service at the windows. Because 
there is downtime and the staff have 
other responsibilities, all three 
windows are not always manned. 


- Should the lines remain long for five 


minutes, additional staff are alerted 
and they take their places at their 
windows as soon as they can free 
themselves. My behind-the-scenes 
visit at 8:30 one morning afforded 
me the opportunity to see the frenzy 
of activity -- mainly arm motions 
sorting and slotting the mail, with no 
coffee cups claiming any seconds of 
time -- and the phones ringing so 
incessantly that the Postmaster took 
the overflow of calls. On my way out, 
I became aware of the scales, stamp 
machines and other equipment in 
the lobby placed there for customers 
who are crucially limited by time 
and unable to stand in line. 

The Postal Service, said Hyater, 
"has been my life. It is by far the 
most proficient and efficiently run 
organization of its size that you can 
find. The majority of the letter 
carriers are told by citizens that they 
are pleased with the service. We are 
not perfect -- we are not machines 
--we correct our mistakes.” 

The Postmaster encourages people 
who have questions about chain 
letters or about the legitimacy of 
contests or offers received in the 
mail, to call the Post Office. Because 
he wants to respond he encourages 
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callers who are unable to reach him 
directly to leave messages with their 
names and addresses. 

Hyater lives in Glenn Dale with his 
wife, Carolyn. He is the father of 
three daughters. Hyater says 
Greenbelt is a “beautiful city,” and 
he loves walking through Greenbelt’s 
park and using the tennis courts.

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Herling’s Benefit Concert 


A Sterling Preformance

Al Herling loves playing the piano; sodoI. Al Herling has 
a twin sister; so do I. And there the resemblance ends. How 
does an amateur, at the age of 80, get to give aconcert beforea 
crowd of 400 rapt listeners? Practice, of course, but that’s only 
part of it. Herling, a long-time Greenbelt resident, has done 
this before: He gave concerts at age 70 and 75, both to 
celebrate his birthday and to benefit the Department of Music 
Scholarship Fund at the University of Maryland and the 


Greenbelt Arts Center. 


The concert, held last Saturday 
night at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, was presented by the Arts 
Center and sponsored in part by a 
variety of local and state organi- 
zations. By virtue of his many contri- 
butions to the improvement of the 
quality of life in our area, Al Herling 
has become a beloved member of the 
community, evidenced once again by 
the massive turnout. (For more infor- 
mation about his extraordinary life 
see the profile of him published two 
weeks ago in the News Review.) 


Concert Program 

The evening featured works by 
Chopin, Bach, Haydn and Grieg. 
Herling began with three preludes 
from Chopin's Opus 28. His perform- 
ance of the first of these, the 
beautiful, somber prelude in 
E-minor (played by Liszt at Chopin’s 
funeral), seemed rather tentative 
but this was soon explained. 
Advancing years bring not only a 
weakening of memory but also of 
eyesight. Herling was wearing the 
wrong glasses! After time-out to find 
the right pair, he continued with his 
customary aplomb; he played the 


famous short prelude in C-minor | 


| with great delicacy. 


Before continuing with three 
preludes from Bach's “The Well- 
Tempered Clavichord,” including 
the well-known one in C-major with 
its organ-point base and arpeggio 
treble line, Herling explained to the 
audience that while some people may 
think of Bach as a "mathematical 
composer,” in his own approach he 
follows the turn-of-the century 
pianist and composer F’. Busoni, who 
stressed the emotional aspects of 
Bach’s music. Herling also took the 
occasion to praise the Golden ID 
program of the University of 
Maryland (tuition-free courses for 
senior citizens), which led notonly to 
his piano lessons but also to his 
taking a course on the physics of 
music and to learning about some of 
the mathematical aspects of music, 
“with some success,” This section of 
the program concluded with Haydn’s 
Sonata in E-minor; Herling played 
the“final movement (vivace molto) 
with the fire of a young man. 


With Santiago Rodriguez 
A highlight of the evening came just 
after the intermission: a perform- 
ance of Haydn’s “I] Maestro e lo 
scolare” (The Teacher and the 
Student), a charming piece for four 
hands. Here the otherwise indom- 
itable Herling had to face one of his 
few limitations : only one pair of 
hands. The other pair was supplied 
by the internationally known concert

pianist Santiago Rodriguez, who is 
also a professor of music at the 
University of Maryland with whom 


Herling has been taking lessons for 
more than a decade. Much of this 
piece has the Maestro playing a 
passage in a low register, which is 
then repeated by the scolare in a 
higher one. The tableau formed by 
the black-haired Rodriguez and the 
white-haired Herling, who is twice 
his teacher’s age, sitting side-by-side 
on the piano bench made an 
unforgettable impression, especially 
in view of its breaking of the classic 
student-teacher stereotypes. 


After a rousing performance of 
Grieg’s sonata in E-minor, Herling 
concluded the program with three 
nocturnes by Chopin. In these lyrical 
and passionate pieces, Herling was 
at his pianistic best, playing with 
great control of dynamics and depth 
of feeling. The standing ovation 
which followed reflected the audience’s 
appreciation of Herling both as a 
sterling man and as a fine pianist. 


This concert was an event to savor 
and remember. For the some-of-the 
time piano players among us it was 
an inspiration to get back again to 
the dust-gathering keyboard. I 
await repeat performances at Al 
Herling’s 85th birthday and then 
again, at 88, the number of keys on 
his beloved instrument.

not to stop for or cooperate with 
police. 

Even with the new program, 
police are not going to be stopping 
every youth every time they are out 
at night, said Lt. Michael Craddock. 
Stops, he said, will still be made for 
the same reasons as before the 
program began--in response to calls 
reporting suspicious activity or 
when an officer observes someone in 
a dangerous situation. Police do not 
expect this program to have much 
effect on chronic troublemakers 
Instead, they hope it will be effect: 
in helping a “good kid” who he 
gotten involved with a bac crowd. 

Police are currently accepting 
contracts from parents. To register, 
parents can fill in and return the 
contract printed in a city ad 
elsewhere in this issue. Information 
on the program is available from 
Officer George Mathews on 
507-6515. Contracts are also 
available at the police station and the 
municipal building. 

Operation Schooltime 

The other program specifically 
targeted at youth is “Operation 
Schooltime,” a truancy/delinquency 
prevention program.

Drug Money 

Anv..1er proposal to support the 
police department's “unmet needs” 
is to devote money forfeited in non- 
federal drug cases to supplementing 
the police budget.

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A Greenbelt Gardener

Now that the daffodils and 
forsythia are in bloom it really 
does feel like spring. Some 
people have one yellow forsyth- 
ia bush in their yards. St. Hugh’s 


Church and the Community 
Church both have a forsythia 
hedge. And there is one very 


long hedge of it near the Gian: 
supermarket. Singly or in a row, 
this tough plant is a welcome 
addition to any garden, and a 
sure sign spring has arrived. 
There are so many varieties 
of daffodils in shades of yellow, 
white, and orange. Most smel] 
good, and all are sturdy. Daffo- 
di] season in our area runs from 
about. mid-March to mid-April, 
depending on the weather. Right 
now the mid-season varieties 
have come into bloom. Two nice 
ones are “King Alfred,” which 
is a classic shaped yellow, and 
“Tee Follies,” which does well 
naturalized—that is, planted a- 


round in the lawn or under 
shrubs. 
Ev2n a dozen daffodils will 


brighten up a yard. Over time 
they will increase in number. Or 
plant them by the dozen. I have 
seen several yards with more 
than 100 in bloom at once, and 
it is a beautiful sight. The city 
has plented drifts of daffodils 
along Crescent Road between 
Northway and Greenhill Road 
and near the entrance of “Buddy 
Attick Lake Park. 

Highly fragrant Hyacinth in 
many colors, and the cobalt blue 
stars of glory-of-the-snow are in 
bloom now. Both look great 
planted alone or with daffodils. 
' To get instant spring color, 


_ look at the cool weather flowers 


for sale at local garden stores. 
More varieties seem to be of- 
fered for sale every year, but 
pansies are the old standby. They 
ean take freezing nights and will 
give color till the high heat kills 
them in a couple of months. 

Another sign of spring is the 
flowering of the maple trees. 
Hayfever sufferers know they 
are blooming by the high pollen 
counts. Maple flowers are noth- 
ing much to look at, but the 
sheer numbers of flowers make 
the trees appear to be fuzzy red 
or orange. 

Seed Starting 

Some gardeners are looking 
ahead to the summer garden by 
starting plants indoors now. 
Though not for everybody, start- 
ing plants early is a way to get 
unusual varieties or colors not 
easily found at local garden 
stores, and can be a great money 
saver if you want a lot of plants. 

Look at the seed packet for 
instructions, but as a rule many 
plants are started indoors six to 
eight weeks before the average 
last frost date, which is late 
April for us. Bright light and 
excellent starting soil are a 
must. Check a good gardening 
book for exact details, which are 
not complicated, but too lengthy 
to deal with here.
